It is somewhat remarkable that in a 
country, where for generations a single 
method has been the chief, if not the 
only one for instructing the deaf, 
the term "deaf and dumb" COS- 
tinues to be in such general use, and 
is also employed by the teachers in 
reference to their pupils, to the adult 
deaf, and to the schools in which the 
deaf receive instruction. It would 
seem that the method of Braidwood 
and Watson has had a sufficiently 
long test in relation to proving 
its purpose to "restore the deaf 
to society," and to cease any fur- 
ther reference to dumbness as 
applied to their pupils. One may be 
pardoned for believing that the term 
"dumb" would become obsolete as 
applied to the deaf where so much 
instruction, time and thought has been 
given to the perfection of speech 
teaching. Conditions, if we are to 
judge from the views of the educated 
European adult deaf, have shown little 
tendency towards "restoration," how- 
ever much such an Indication of 
normality is to l>e desired.

The deaf and dumb lack leader- 
ship and art; not themselves able to 
put their desires and needs into 
either speech or language. * * * The 
only information reaching the public 
directly from the deaf, is from here 
and there individual deaf jiersons re- 
presenting nobody but themselves, 
whose^sole object appears to be a sort 
of self-glorification, lauding the all- 
suffident art of lip-reading ;is the 
remedy of all the ills of deafness. 

Indeed, there seems a sort of con- 
spiracy abroad to minimize the seri- 
I of deafness, giving the im- 
,n th.it its consequences are 
ligible and do not constitute, as 
we contend they do, a problem 
worthy of national concern. The 
very few outstanding successful deaf 
people, who through fortunate op- 
portunity, and no lack of money and 
influence, have been enabled to de 
velop their natural ability and have 
made good, are made much of. The 
great majority, with none of these 
advantages, are almost entirely dis- 

ded. Even <«ir public S 
Schools for the Deaf, and still more 
the Private Schools, in the natural 
to make known the wonderful 
results achieved, tend to convey an 
impression that the deaf are almost 
ed to society and that their re- 
quirements in after life are of small 
int. 
"The promise of "restoration to 
society" by the pure oralis! at the 
end of the last century did consider- 
able harm to the I the deaf 
and is still doing it. The false idea 
that the teaching <>f speech to deaf 

children places them in the p' 

of hearing children still bli 
who would otherwise help the 
to the fact that deafness remains and 
cannot be defeated. It would be a 
ind pities if current research 
work, intended to help the deaf, 
made their ultimate pathway more 
difficult through the overestimate of 
Sect. 

"Purely voluntarily supported or 
ganizations are unable to OOpe with 

the problems of deafness. They 
reached their limit years ago. The 
li. D. I). A. pointed this out long ago. 
The National Institute for the Deaf, 
acting largely at our instigation, by 
public ity and by bringing pres 
to bear in certain quarters, even- 
tually secured the promise of an en- 
quiry an investigation into the 

and industrial needs of the deaf 
The late Dr. Eichholz was deputed to 
conduct that enquiry and it v 
lied out during the years 1931-2. His 
report to the .Ministers of Health and 

Education entitled 'A study of the 
Deaf in England and Wales' was 
issued in October, 1932.

"You will expect me to say some 
thing further on the subject of finger- 
spelling for the deaf. At the 1931 
Congress I made a protest against 
the altitude of teachers of the deaf 
towards this necessary method of 
communication. 

"In one particular Dr. Eichholz's 
report does help us. On page 176, 

i ommenting on the exti 

nary achievements of Oral Teaching, 

"But it has not altogether 

altered the outlook of the deaf-mute, 
who, in spite of all his speech 
achievement, is obliged in adult life 
to rely largely on finger-spelling, ges 
ture and writing. It is Important, 
therefore, that all children should in 
the final period of school life, gain an 

opportunity of becoming acquainted 
with finger-spelling. By this I 
that they should not only be able to 
spell on their own hands, but should 
be able to read the finger-spelling of 
The first is c ompaiativcly 
easy, the 1 ore difficult." 

"Dr. Eichholz may have been in 
fluenced by what was said at our 
Congress in Leicester. It was then 
that he was compiling his facts. I 
never heard th';U he himself could 

communicate with the deaf by the 

finger alphabet. I believe that he 
shared with BO many of the modem 
teachers of the deaf the distinction 
(I should rather name it the dis- 

■ >•) of not knowing the Hi 
alphabet. Yet he was for some thirty 

years Inspector of Schools for the 
Deaf, and .apparently held the 
opinion as Quoted In the passage 
above. 

mkly, I am profoundly disap 
pointed that the Head Teachers of 
Schools have not yet made up theft 
mind on this question of fin 
spelling. 1 know for a fact that 
tliey, many of them, are by DO DO! 
Opposed to fit Hfng, that many 

of them actually believe in it 
very necessary accomplishment for 
deaf people.

Godspeed in it. But we ask that 
our work and the work of the adult 
societies may be allowed to go on and 
develop. Finger Spelling is only an- 
other form of writing. If linger 
spelling to be forbidden, then writing 
should be cut out too, which would, 
of c ourse, be absurd. 

"Moreover, we are all good friends 
with the teachers and value their 
friendship. We desire, above all, to 
CO-Operate with them for the good of 
the deaf. Real co-operation, however, 
is impossible unless this stumbling 
block is removed." 

As an addenda to the jxisition of 
the British deaf In the matter of 
inter-communication, we recall that in 

the summer of 1898, at a combined 

meeting of the British and American 
deaf, held in the Jerusalem Chamber 
of West minster Abbey, which the 
Dean of the Cathedral addressed 
orally, his remarks were translated 
to the British deaf by the Principal 
of an English school, while the late 
Rev. Dr. C.allaudet, of St. Ann's 
Church, did the same office for the 
Americans In our sign-language. Hi' 
kept pace With I lie Dean's speech, 
giving a clear interpretation to the 
American group, most of whom were 
alumni ol ( iallaildet College. 

The- I'.ritish sign system appeared 
to lack rapidity, systematic arran 

incut and clearness. There can lie no 
Comparison between il and that used 
in America; the latter presents a cleat- 
interpretation of a speaker's remarks 
and is not, as the British writer 
comments on the English system, "a 
language uncertain and grotesque."
